Chester !• Hanson and Joseph F. Kamp (not incorporated), as 
a fact-finding movement concerning the workings of the Communist 
and other alien Red movements, and to. disseminate thns'informa- 
tion through every known means of public expression; i.e., 
newspapers, magazines, speakers, radio, etc. 

"'This is the statement made by Chester A. Hanson who is the 
Executive Secretary. There is also considerable investigation 
work as to the activities of certain individuals and organiza- 
tions. 

">The Chairman is Judge John L'sfCjllson^ j'^dge of the Probate 
Court in New Haven. .^^ R» W^^enjamin, Hartford, is Field 
Secretary and ¥m. H.V&ush. Jr. is^ecretary. The Advisory Com- 
mittee consists of Ma^or P. LeRoy^arwood, New London; Col. 
iknson F.-^eeler, Norwalk; Judge John H^Kirkham, New Britain; 
Judge Bacon^akeman, Fairfield, and other men of equal prominence 
and responsibility. ' . 

"Subsequently, the follomng information was secured from the 
Hartford Better Business Bureau: 

»*»The Constitutional Educational League has operated from New 
Haven for a number of years and its activities have been con- 
fined principally to the southern and western parts of the 
State, particularly the area around Bridgeport, Conn., where 
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(Grand Rapids file 100-1068) 



there are mar^y tinskilled factory employees* They have always 
been a relatively small organization and have confined th^m^ 
selves to the -writing. of pamphlets, newspaper stories, etc-, 
to combat Conmnmism and other ians. In some instances, they 
have really gone into the factories with imdercover men to 
ferret out radical elements and in doing this work, have 
secured the support and approbations of seme uianufacturers* 
All in All,, it is just one of those organisations which hae 
had a rather precarious existence for some time* We see very 
little of them here in Hartford County because this is an

PIERCE HALEY, Boston Chaniber of Commerce, 75 Federal Street, Boston, 
advised that his file contained some of the literature and books iflftiich 
the instant organization had published and that most of his correspondence 
had been done by mail but that on one oc^giasion Mr,» GHESIER A. HANSON came 
to his office and stated that Mr. JOE AiriBURKE, I30 Souther land Road, Boston, 
would be the Leaguers representative for \he Massachusetts area* However, 
Mr# HAIiEI stated that he had a communication from the League., stating that 
BURKE was not connected with the organization any longer© That letter was 
dated May 13, 192|^- Mr. HALEY advised that BURKE was a promoter and a 
shake-down artis-oand that he was formerly a Publicity Director for the 
Massachusetts District for the distribution of "Key to the Constitution" 
by FRANCIS CLAY HARLEY* Mr* HALEY stated that his racket was to get books 
and papers on national defense and then make a deal with a certain school 
or civic organization to furnish these books free of charge and then he ap-* 
proaches the people in the community in order to get contributions to pay 
for these books; and that on one instance in Newton, Massachusetts, which 
he knew, Mr* BURKE made a profit of #4,000 which he split with the newspaper

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent JOHI\f K. ANTHONY,

AT SPRINGFIELD, MASS, 

MR, HARRY G* GREEN, Vice-president of the Springfield Chamber of Commerce, 
134 Chestnut, Springfield, was contacted for information regarding the 
extent of the solicitation of funds in the vicinity of Springfield by the 
Constitutional Educational League. He stated that he did not believe that 
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the league had ma.de many solicitations in Springfield as he co-uld only 
recall one inquiry as to their background. This inquiry came from Mr, B. A* 
McDOMALDj formerly i^rith Scott's Laundry, Springfield, Mass., v/ho is now a 
resident of 55 Carlton St., Cambridge, Mass, On the strength of this in- 
quiry, the Springfield Chamber of Comraerce had vn:*itten to the Chaxaber of 
Coinmerce, at New Haven for infox'matiQn about the League and had received 
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On 11/28/39^ a letter was v\o?itten, a copy of which is in the Chamber of 
Commerce file, to Mr. T. A. NORIIVT, New England Metal Culvert Corp., 
Palmer, Mass., in response to an inquiry as to the Constitutional League. 
The letter in substance is as follows: "The oi^ganization about which you 
inquire has recently been checked upon by the writer through the New 
Haven GhaJTiber of Commerce* As far as the organization goes, I am given to 
understand it has a good reputation as a fact-finding movement concerning 
Communism and alien movements and in the dissemination of information. 
The New Haven Chamber of Commerce gives them a clean bill of health as 
far as our records show* ?/ith reference to actual solicitations I must tell 
you the Solicitations Committee of this Chamber of Commerce has not acti^d 
upon any request and we have not had any request from any lepresentative of 
the Constitutional League to endorse their activities." This letter was 
signed by HARRY G. GREEN, Chairman of Solicitations Committee, Springfield 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Colonel FREDERICK W. PAYIfE, Hartford District Ordnance Section, U. ,S. 
Army,' 95 State St., Springfield, Mass*, advised that he -was formerly manager 
of the Greenfield Tap & Die Coi^, at Greenfield, Mass.; that Dr. H. ¥/. BENJAIviIN 
used to come aroimd several years ago for solicitations to the Constittitional 
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League but had not been there for several years prior to his departure from 
thp firm in July I94O. He is positive that his firm had not contributed 
anything to the League for at least three or four years. He stated that 
he understood the organization was backed by a respectable judge and other 
good people of New Haven and was founded for a good purpose. Colonel Payne 
stated that he did not think the League had ever collected as much as $500 
in the vicinity of Greenfield, llass, 

AT l/yESTFIELD . MSSACHUSETTS 

Mr. GLEM B» COILSS, Secretary of the Westfield, liiass. Chamber of Commerce, 
advised that he had been connected with the,^Chamber for nany years^ that .he 
had never heard of any solicitations being, ^de by the Constitutional League 
in the vicinity of Westfield, Mass. The file of the Chamber contained no 
correspondence relating to the League. 

Mr. THSO NORl^IAK, president and manager of the New England Metal Culvert Co., 
Palmer, Mass., stated that his firm had made at least three contributions 
to the Constitutional League through Dr. H. W. BEKJAiaN and one through 
DENNIS QUIM. He produced three receipts described as follows: 

$20 contributed 5/14/37 to Const. Ed. League signed by Dr. Benjamin. 
$20 contributed 3/8/38 to the Const. Ed. League signed by Dr. Benjamin/ 
§20 contributed 11/22/ 38 to the League signed by Dennis Quinn. 

These receipts were turned over to Agent upon a signed receipt for same 
and are being forwarded to the New Haven office with the request that they 
be returned to this office when they have served their purpose. 

1/lr. E. R. SCUDDSR, manager of Jarvis & Jarvis, Palmer, fess., stated that 
his. firm had contributed to Dr. BENJAMIN who had represented himself as a 
wealthy retired business man devoting himself for patriotic reasons to the 
work of the League. The contributions had been snail and as he recalled, 
they had given him $10 in 1937, |10 in I938, and on October 24, 1939, a 
receipt in the file reflected a flG contribution by the firm to Dr. H. W. 
BENJAMIN., treasurer of the League for Investigation of Nazi, Fascist and 
Communist Propaganda in U, S. A., Box 252 West Hartford, Conn. A printed 
page setting, for the purpose- of this organization accompanied the receipt 
and this was given to Agent. Also, a letter dated 12/28/39 written to 
the firm by the League signed by CHESTER HANSON, secretary treasurer, advising 
that Dr. H. W. BMJMIIN was no longer connected with the League inasmuch as 
certain irregularities were discovered and his services had been dispensed 
with ten and one-half months previously, was given to Agent. Both of these 
pieces of material are being forwarded to the Office of Origin. 

l!lr. A. B. RATHBONE, president of A. B. & J. Rathbone lilfg. Co.,' Palmer, Mass., 
stated that he had contributed several years to Dr. B£KJA1\-!IN and the Con- 
stitutional League, A search through his books revealed the following con- 
tributions:

He stated tPiat last year in 1940 another man had come to the office seeking 



a contribution for the League and had been refused. Thereupon, the man 
became abusive and insulting and v/as told to leave the office. Mr. 
RATHBONE could not recall the name of this individual. 

Mr. S. J. BRAINEEID, president of the Palmer D&ional Bank advised that Dr» 
H. ¥U BENJAJi/IIN had been coming to the bank for several years soliciting 
funds -for the Constitutional League. He stated that Dr. BSNJMIM had an 
affable way about him, was a good talker and would usually stay so long 
that often he would give him a contribution to get rid of him. The receipts 
in possession of the banic listed the follovring contributions to Dr. 
BENJAIvilN by check:

He stated that 
in 1940 sometLme, he had "tvritten a friend of his named L. i^IARSDEN HUBBARD, 
president of Connecticut River Bank at Hartford, Conn, who had advised him 
in return that the organisation was not v/orthy of support.

Mr. G." E. I'/ILLIAIi'iSON, manager of the Stratlimore Paper Company, Vi/est 
Springfield, Mass., advised that his records revealed that they ha.d con- 
tirbuted $125 to the Constitutional Educational League over a period of the 
last four years.

Mr. JOHN W. HAIGIS, president of the Franklin County Trust Company, Green- 
field, Mass., advised that he had made several contributions to the Con- 
stitutional League in the amount of $25 through Dr. H, W. Benjamin who 
was quite a character • He stated that Dr. Benjamin ha.d a good line, was 
always imnaculately dressed and had a chauffeur to drive him. Mr* HAIGIS 
stated that several years ago Col. FREDERICK W. PAYNE had been sold on lir. 
Benjamin when he was with the Greenfield Tap & Die Corporation and .had 
urged the bank to make a contribution. He thought perhaps Benjamin^i had also 
contacted Mr. JOHN W. Sl'IEAD,., president of the First National Bank at Green- 
field, Mass., and Philip Rogers of the Millers Falls Company, Greenfield, 
Mass. He estinated that l!r. HMJAl^IIN had solicited as much as 1500 in the 
vicinity of Greenfield judging by the number of checks he would exhibit from 
various banks and manufacturers in that section. 



AT DALTON , MASSACHUSETTS 

Mr. FRED G. CPiANE, manager of Crane 8c Co. paper makers, Dalton, Mass., advised 
that Dr. BENJAMIN came around in 1939, and the firm had contributed S25 to the 
Constitutional Educational I^eague, He had then written to the Associated 
Industries of Mass., 833 Park Square, Boston, Mass., and received a letter in 
reply dai^ed 10/10/39 advising that inasmuch as Dr. R* W. BENJAMIN was connected 
with thmRe;gyM4j^.lfeJi§:Z^^^ ^ Communist organization, it was dDubtful if 
the orga.riization was worthy of support of the members of the Association. 

Mr» CRAIV'E advised that his firm had contributed #50 to the League in March, 
1938, and had probably given as much as #50 in 1937 though no record of this 
could be found. He stated that Dr. BENJAMIN had visited the office in 1940 
for a contribution but had been refused. Dr. CPJvNE stated that he thought 
another contributor to the fund had been Mto IRVING N. ESLECK, of the Esleck 
Manufacturing Co., Turners Falls, Mass* 

It Tdll be noted that in this report are listed the names of additional potential 
contributors to the Constitutional Educational League, Inc. Hov/ever, it is 
being left to the office of origin to set out undeveloped leads to contact these 
persons in the event that additional information of this nature is deemed es- 
sential to this investigation* ^ 
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The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent Frank W. 
Thompson: 

AT ANDOVER , J^tASSAGHUSETTS 

Agent called on Mr. IL E. BRBISR^ treasurer of the Tyer Rubber Company, 
Andover, ivlass. 1/tien questioned concerning the Constitutional Educational 
League, Inc, Mr» BRIIvIER stated that he did not remeraber of ever having 
heard of such an organization but after thinking the matter over, stated 
he had a faint recollection of some one soliciting money for some such 
organization. After searching his files, Mr. BRIIdER found the carbon 
copy of a letter which he had icritten t 6 the Charriber of Commerce at New 
Haven, Conn. This letter was dated September 11, 1937, and reads as 
follows : 

"Dear Sirs: 

We have been approached by the Constitutional Educational League, 
which apparently has headquarters in your city, with reference to 
the possibility of our making a contribution in connection with its 
distribution of Patriotic Literature. 

Before deciding v/hat action toteke in this matter, we should appreciate 
any information you can give us concerning this organization. We 
enclose a stamped envelope for your use in replying.

Lir. BRDIER also found in the file a letter addressed to him sent by 
the Mew Haven Chamber of Commerce, 152 Temple St., New Haven, Conn., 
dated September 23, 1937. This letter reads as follows: 

"Dear Mr. Brimer: 

The Constitutional Educational League, with headquarters in the 
First National Bank Building in New Haven, vias organized some ten 
. odd years ago under the active direction of Messrs. Chester A. Hanson 
and Joseph P. Kamp (not incorporated), as a fact-finding movement 
concerning the workings of the Communist and other alien Red Move- 
ments, and to disseminate this information through every known means of 
public expression; i.e., newspapers, magazine^ speakers, radio, etc. ■ 

In case of trouble, or threatened trouble, it has on several occasions 

tried to inform, the public, through the press and through patriotic 

organizations, as to what the movement vfas and ivho wa.s behind it. 

The League claims to have a very accurate fil^ of people identified vdth 

the Communist oi*ganizati on, and to keep close track of Communistic 

activities.. 

This is the statement made by Chester A. Hanson who is the Executive 
Secretary. The Chairman is Judge John L. Gilson, judge of the Probate 
Court of Nev/ Haven. Dr. H. W, Benjamin, Hartford, is the Field Sec- 
retary and Yfea. H. Rush, Jr^ is Secretary. The Advisory Committee 
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consists of Major P. LeRoy Harwood, New London; Col, Anson F, 
Keeler, Nonvalk; Judge John H. Kirkharri, New Britain; Judge 
Bacon Vfekeman, Fairfield and other men of equal prominence and 
responsibility. ** 

Attached to these two letters Vsras a card \Ahich Mr, BRBffiR stated 

the man whom he talked to and who was soliciting con|ributions left with 

him when he called. This card reads as follows:

Mr. BRIlvER gave this card to Agent and it is being retained in the 
Boston File. He also had his stenographer type copies of each of 
the two letters hei-einbefore referred to, which copies are also being 
retained in the Boston File. 

Mr. BRlMbR stated that he knew nothing about the Constitutional 
Educational Leag*ue besides what informa^tion was contained in his file, 
all of which information has been set out in this report. He said he 
did not remember the amount of the solicitation but he was sure no 
contribution was made by himself or by the Tyer Rubber Company since 
there was nothing in his files to reflect any such contribution. 

Mrs. K. B. TOYE, 10 Bonad Road, Winchester^ Massachusetts, siibmitted 
the follovdng information: 

"THE FIFTH COLUM STOPS DEFENSE 

by Joseph P. Kainp 

The folloYdng is taken from a booklet put out by the Constitutional 
Educational League, 83I Chapel St., Kev^ Haven Conn. 

'We pledge to i^rk for the stoppage of all munitions pr^oduction in 
American factories; we shall especially strive to ezictend our anti- 
war forces into the key factories, and organize the young workers there 
into anti-war youth committees. All forms of militant action, such as 
demonstrations, strikes, etc., shall be used to stop the production 
and shipment of a-^-l vi/ar supplies and munitions' (Oath of /unerican 
League for Peace <k Democracy) 

•Accept the draft, take the drill, go into the camps and onto the 
battlefields, or into the munition factories and transportation 
vtfork - but sabotage war preparations and war. Be agitators for 
sabotage. Down tools when the order is to make and load m.unitions. 
Spoil v^'ar materials and machinery. * (Appeai'ed in the Epvrorth Herald, 
a church paper vnritten by Winifred Chappell, Dean of Commtmwealth 
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College, Mena, Ark.) 

Then follows the orders Col, Geo. Harvey Pres. of the Borough 
of Queens obtained & rushed to U. S. Army Intelligence at Governor's 
Island* Code orders in re pulling out telephones, using smoke "bombs, 
blowing up vmter & gas mains, taking over armories, starting fires in 
old buildings, inciting labor distrubances, having gimmen in taxis, 
shoot police officers and National Guardsmen, Etc. 

Then comes 'Hitler's Roll of Honor' - C.I.O* leaders either card- 
holding members of the Communist Party or fellow travelers :- 

Official D.N.B. dispatch March 26, 1941 - 'The U. S. is in 
virtual revolution. Strikes and rioting are closing defense in- 
dustries. There will be no aid to Britain under the Lease-Lend Bill 
v/hioh has just been signed by Roosevelt." 

From Earl Reeves (on reports from secret agents abroad, 'The Gestapo 
is chiefly interested in putting a stop to theAmerican aviation 
industry.'** 

The following investigation v^ras conducted by Special Agent IT. H. 
EAVES: 

AT WORCESTER, llASSACEaSETTS 

Mr* HARRY L. GUSTAFSOH, Assistant General Secretary, Chamber of Com- 
merce, Worcester, Massachusetts, upon interview produced records con- 
cerning the Constitutional Educational League, Inc., which reflected 
that inquiry concerning this League was made in 1958 predicated upon 
the actions of Mr. DEMIS QUIM, solicitor for contributions and mem- 
berships for the Constitutional Educational League, Inc., at that 
date. Mr. GUSTAFSON stated that QUIM was soliciting for the National 
Republic and that he made contact with Elr. CHARLES G. STRATTON (deceased) 
for contributions to the National Republic. He gave STRATTON the 
idea that he was contributing to the National Republic instead of the 
Constitutional Educational League, Inc., and that Mr. STRATTON had 
given him a check for $100. which QUIM had used for his own personal 
satisfaction. 

The records produced by Mr. GUSTAFSON reflected that QUINl^T was dismissed 
for misuse of contributions made to the Constitutional Educational 
League, Inc. The records also reflected that the letter concerning 
inquiry made was addressed to HARRY GUSTIN, Chamber of Commerce, Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts. Mr* GUSTAP'SON stated that this mistake might 
have been due to a misunderstanding as he had telephonically communi- 
cated with the Mew Haven office of the Constitutional Educational League, 
Inc., relative to QUIM. 

The records reflected that the Constitutional Educational League, Inc., 
vms a fact-finding organization concerning the activities of the Com- 
mimist Party and red movements, to gather these facts, and disseminate 
information obtained through every icaovm means of public expression. 
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The League also claims to have a very accurate file of people identi- 
fied mth the Communist organization and to keep in touch with all 
Communistic activities* 

Mr. CtUSTAFSON was unable to furnish any further information concerning 
the Constitutional Educational League, Inc. 

No further investigation is beiing ccBducted by this office since the 
office of origin advised instant case is closed in reference report 
of C. A. MAHAJ", New Haven, Connecticut, dated 6-28-41.
